With reference to the statement made by 
Magistrate Dimg to the effect that orders had 
already been given for a Chinese gunboat and a 
toppedo boat to be stationed in the vicinity of 
the three Russian refugee boats at Woosung, I 
beg to report having at 2.30 pem. to-day 
telephoned to the Military Gowernor’s yamen 
where, in the ebsence of Wielatontes Dung, I 
tola Chief of staff wong Yu Noongis'?% that 
mo such guard had been posted over the Russian 
boats and that with the exception Sf four 
policemen on the Military Road, no precautionary 
measures had apparently been taken by the 
Chinese authorities.

instructions I interviewed Magistrate Dung ( *7"7 ) 
at 2et5 Peme to-day at the Military Governor's yamen 
and informed him that a demonstration was expected 
to take place at the former Russian Consulate 
between Russian factions and that in all probability 
force would be resorted to by such peorle. 

The Acting Gommissioner of Police, therefore, 
ordered me to convey this nows to the Ghinese 
Military Authorities with a view to steps being taizen 
by them to prevent any inoursion of men stationed 

on the three Russian boats in Chinese waters passing 
through Ghinese territory into the International 
Settlement. 

Magistrate Dung replied that the Chinese 
Authorities were fully aware of the Situation and 
that in connection therewith a conference, 
at which General Ho, lire Hsu Yuen{ the Oommissioner 
of Foreign Affairs), S.eKeGhen and Magistrate Dung 
were present, was held at the Military Governorts 
Yamen on Saturday afternoon July 12. At

Lu and 
Admiral Ling to refer to SeKeCGhen as to where the 
men should be posted and the watch kepte It . , 
was expected that a gunbost and ea terpedo boat 
would arrive to-day at Voosung for that purposee :

take a delegation of them the following day to interview 

the Chinese Commissioner for “oreign Affairs. Thia arrangement 
was carried out, and when the delegation came face to face 
with the Commissioner they repeated their request that provision 
would be made for the&r support or that they would be allowed 
to sell the ahips. Finally it was agreed that the Commissioner 
would telerraph to Peking for instructions, and that sight men 
een, woula be allowed to remain in the Bureau for Russian 
Affairs until an answer arrived. Orders reseived from Peking 
in reply to this request emphasized that off mo acchunt whatever 
should permission be giwen for the sale of the ships. The terms 
of these orders were communicated to the men from the ships 

in the Bureau for Russian Affairs who, nevertheless, atill 
remained in the building where they were reinforced by the 


7 arrival on July 13 of an armed party of their seolleagues, 
: consisting of about GLAS wen. 


The presence of these men in the Bureau for Russian 
Affairs havb given rise to all sorts of rumours. It was first 


reported that the delegation on the premises were hidden in a 
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secret room in the basement, and that rather than see the 
puilding pass into the hands of the Bolsheviks they would 
blow up the building with high explosives which they had in 
their possession. Reassurances from Mre V. Grosse that the cg th 
men, who had neither arms nor explosives, were simply in 

the building as lodgers,set at rest fears of the police that 
serious trouble may be _ pr NE esh reports, however, 

eame into eteecletion i Plonon: of fub4 a. One of these 
was to the effect that the Bolsheviks, who susvected that 
the reoalsitrant attitude of the "whites" was due to promises 
of moral support from the loeal representatives of France 
and America, would seek revenge on the former nation by 
throwing bombs during the mational celebrations on July 

13 and 14, and that members of the same party had planned 

to make an attempt on the forenoon of July 14 to odtain 
possession of the Bureau for Russian Affairs, if possible, 

by strategy or faili that, by foree. 

On July 12 it became Ynown that support previously 
given te the men on board Gleboff's ships would be withdrawn, 
and that they would be left without means of support. This 
information and the general trend of the situation aroused sa 
fear that the men on the ships might march in a body, and take 
possession of the Bureau building. This has not happened 
s0 far, but the arrbval from the ships, as reported above, 
of armed men cahows that the fear was not entirely without 


foundation. Fifty other members of the erews of ships at : 
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Woosung came to Shanghai the same day for the purpose of 
witnessing the procession in Freneh Town and appealing 

to the Fremeh Consul and Mr. Ve. arosse, 65 issioner Reis Testipectons 
Beroter Affairs, to protest themselves and their property 

(the ships?) from the Bolsheviks. Twenty fiwe of these 
passed the night of July 13 in the premises of the Habarovsk 
Cadet Corps, 308 Avenue Joffre; ten at No. 205 Rue Wantz, a 
house rented by Gleboff and used as a sort of hospital for 
siek members of his followers; and fifteen at Noe 610 Rue 
de 1'Observatoirs, General Gleboff's house. 

A watch instituted om the ships by the C. I. D. of 

the Mumieipal Police is being continued, and any movement on 
a largey so0ale of the men on board the ahips will be reported. 


Experience, however, shows that those men are not likely to be 
able to eommunicate news to Shanghai with suffieicrt speed 


to emable the authorities here to take effective measures 
to eope with any movement in this direostion. Uniess other means 
are decided upon, it might be well to supplement the present 
means of eommuniceation by the employment ‘of earrier pigeons or 
wireless. 

Sixty Russians, who slaimed to represent all sections 
ef loeal anti Bolsheviks, met in the Bureau for Russian Affairs 
om the afternoon of July 15. These passed a resolution eonfirming 
the motion adopted at a previous meeting appointing Mre Ve Grosse 
to take charge of their interests and Mr. Ivemofrf, the Russian 


Assessor as Ris Geputy. A majority present suggested that 
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the present Russian offieials should retain possession of the 


Bureau for Russian Affairs. Both Messrs Grosse and Ivanoff 


pointed out the futility of such action- Consequently ne 


decision was reached in thgematter, but bt was desided to 
eontinue the meeting on July 15 and July 17 at 6 peme and

Peme respectively. 

An armouncement aneeatel a the loeal Soviet organ, 
the “New Shanghai Life” on July 13 warning people who wished 
to be repatriated to register at the Sureau for Russian 
affairs on the morning of the following day. This statememt 
was inserted by a oad oeowey the patisled” , Boozine The 
latter formerly had “white” sympathies, but his political 
leanings at present are probably pro Bolshevik. The summons 
to these people to attend the Bureau for Russian Affairs 
seems to be intended to inject fresh elements ef trouble 


imto a situation already eomplicated. 
The whole position as set out above seems to be 


‘Pegarded seviously.by Mr-e Ve Grosse and his assistants who, 


2&t is reported, have decided to elose the Consulate to-day 
im order to avoid precipitating matters. 
It is hard to say how far fears that trouble wiil 


take plaee at the Bureau of Russian Affairs are well founded. 
Hatred rarely experienced among enemies im war is known 

to exist between the "*whites® and the “*reds"- The position 
is further aggravated by private jesiousies among the 
followers of both parties. These include many men inured 
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to war whe place small value en their own lives and the 

lives ef ethers. The elements essential to the ereation of 
trouble seem to be now assemblinug- Should fighting onee start, 
it way result in a vendetta between the supporters of the 

two parties in Shamghai, and it is impossible to say where it 
will emd. Anything in the mature of shooting or bomb throwing 
is sure to have a very aG@verse offeset en the trade of the 
Astor House, and may even result ig imjury or death to the 
guests there, of the vesidents of the German Consulate, or 
the people using the streets in the vicinity or the publie 
garde.
